Concluding Remarks.—‘‘ ‘The committee commend 
these much injured men [the Missionaries] and their 
families to the continual supplications of the Christian 
public: and wetrust that, in answer to prayer, they 
may soon be permitted to resume their pious and use- 
ful labors. But, in the interval, the circumstances of 
their scattered flocks may well excite the strongest emo- 
tionsof pity and concern. These, to the number of 
many thousands, bond and free, are deprived, for the 
present, of all opportunities of meeting for divine wor- 
ship, or celebrating the ordinances of their holy reli- 
gion; while there 1s every reason to fear the sufferings 
of multitudes are dreadfully aggravated. Instances are 
known to have occurred, among the religious slaves, 
of the most heroic fidelity and devotion to the interest 
of their masters; but even this has been repaid by wan- 
ton barbarity in its most horrid and disgusting forms. 
W hat ingratitude, as well as cruelty, has been shown 
towards the Christian negroes, in branding them as 
rebels and incendiaries, will appear from a brief refer- 
ence to the church at Falmouth; under the care of Mr. 
Knibb. That church consisted of 980 members, be- 
longing to no less than 84 different properties. Not 
one of these estates was burnt; on many of them the 
negroes defended their masters’ property, night and 
dav, and on one they took a party of the insurgents 
who came to burn it. Three only, belonging to Fal- 
mouth church, were found guilty of any disorderly 

mnduet, and neither of these was sentenced to death, 
to banishment. “— We shall 
not, at present, pursue this painful subject farther; but

If innocent 
blood has been shed—if under the charge of rebellion, 
known to the accuser to be false, the servants of God 
rave been shot, or hung, or flogged to death, merely 
because of their fidelity to their Master in heaven, 
‘Doth not He that pondereth the heart consider it, and 
shall not He render to every man according to his 
works?’

Conversion of Slaves.—On moving the acceptance 
ofthe Report Mr. Phillippo from Jamaica said: His 
own opinion was, that since the days of the apostles, 
there had never been a more remarbable work of con- 
version than that attending the preaching of the Gos- 
pel in Jamaica. There were not fewer than 12,000 
negroes connected with the Wesleyans; 4,000 with 
the Moravians; 5000 with the Presbyterians; many 
with the Established Chureh; and 11,000 with the Bap- 
tists—meaking an aggregate of Christians in that Island 
amounting to 40,000 souls. If to these were added 
inquirers and catechumens, amounting to at least 17,- 
000, and those who had left this world in the faith of 
Christ, they would have between 90,000 and 100,000 
negroes connected, directly or indirectly, with the 
Christi irch. Many negro laborers, too, he re- 
marked, were being raised up, and these were the 
great hope upon which the church must rest for the fu- 
ture evangelization of the Africanrace. To the labors 
of this class of persons they were, in fact, now greatly 
indebted, under God, for what had been effected in the 
West India islands; for almost every one of them— 
male and female—admitted into church fellowship, be- 
came a Christian missionary. They watched for stran- 
gers coming into the places of worship, sat themselves 
down by the side of them, and with simplicity and 
Christian zeal endeavored to impress upon their minds 
the truths delivered by the minister. They also sought 
them out on the estates, and talked and prayed with 
then; and in this way became the most efficient and 
useful laborers in the viveyard of Christ. But, if they 
were thus useful in the colonies what might be antici- 
pated from them in that day of jubilee when they 
should be all made free? Many of them would, no 
doubt, be disposed to return to their own country; and 
they would carry with them the seeds of millennial 
glory and happiness.

When he went out with 
his musket, he prayed to God that he might rather die 
than be compelled to lift his hand against a negro. His 
prayer was heard, for he was almost immediately ar- 
rested, and conveyed to the guard-house at Falmouth. 

Here Mr. Kw gave an account of his imprisonment,

IRISH CHARM AGAINST CHOLERA. 

Dusiin, June 5.—These three days past the country 
has been in an extraordinary state of excitement. 
Messengers are running and riding through the coun- 
ties of Gotee. Kilkenny; Wicklow, Westmeath, Dub- 
lin, King and Queen’s county, Meath, Wexford and 
Longford, leaving a small piece of turf (peat fuel) at 
every cabin, with the following exhortation: ‘‘ The 
plague has broken out, take this, and while it burns, 
offer up seven paters, three aves, and a credo, in the 
name of God and the holy St. John, that the plague 
may be stopped!”—The messenger lays each house- 
holder under an ‘ obligation,” as it is called, to kindle 
his piece of turf, set fire to seven other pieces, quench 
them, and run through the Country to seven other 
houses wherein no turf has yet been left, and to repeat 
the same exhortation, under penalty of falling a victim 
to the cholera himself! Men, women and children are 
seen scouring the country with this charmed turf in 
every direction, each endeavoring to be foremost, in 
finding of unserved houses. One man yesterday, in 
the Bog of Allan, had to run thirty miles ere he could 
fulfil his task. The stories of its origin are various,but 
all agree that one piece of turf was blessed by a priest, 
and sent through the peasantry thus, where it multi- 
plied itself and its powers of agitation seven fold in 
every new hand. Nothing like it has been heard of 
since the time of the clangatherings. ‘The police are 
on the alert, and messengers have been arrested from 
Kilkenny, where the blessed turf arrived at noon on 
Monday, to this city, where it came pouring in last 
night. The authorities are suspicious of Whitefeet 
conspiracy and secret intelligence, but nothing has 
transpired yet to warrant this view of the affair. The 
higher classes receive the blessed turf, and laugh at 
the thing as a hoax on the peasantry, without troubling |
